A Garar InvesTioN. —Immediate
ly after the deelaration of war against
Prussia proposals were made to the
Fmperor Napoleon, by an inventor, for
“annthilating'’ the Prussians on moder-
ate terms,  An immense net of fine
wire, ** capable of enveloping an entire
army corps,” with solid cannon balls at-
tached to the corners to keep it steady,
was to have been fired at the foe from
a monster mortar provided for that
purpose.
